en.seatenced to three years’ penal servitude, at the Old Bailey. 
Counsel stated that the authorities were of opinion he was the 
largest trafficker in drugs ever brought to justice. - 

His consignment of morphine hydrochloride seized by the police 
at Marseilles was valued at nine thousand sterling. Counsel said 
the Home Office knew that very large consignments of drugs had 
been’smuggled into Japan in recent years. and some had found 
their way into China and India, and even ,back to Britain. 
‘They went all over the wor.d. and there’was no control over them 
-once they had passed through legitimate hands. Miyagawa traffick- 
ed enormously in drugs, not only with a firm in Switzerland but also 


from Hamburg in the last week of Octcber.

NAVAL MATTERS. 


We believe the inain purpose 


of the Washington Conference 
was to make future wars im- 
possible, by bringing about a 
friendly understanding amongst 
# ithe world Powers and a cessation 
of all rivalry, whether in armies 
or navies. To this end, one of 
the most important matters taken 
up was disarmament. Chief con 
sideration was given, for reasons 
that need not be discussed now, to 
naval armaments, and eventually 
aratio of allowed strength was 
agreed to by the threa. principal 
.| naval Powers—Britain. the Unit 
ed States and Japan. The whole 
story of delays in ratification, 
attempts tu evade certain pro- 
visions, and mutual distrust and 
baseless accusations, has been 
told from time to time,and the 
intelligent reading public of the 
world knows that the Conference 
wasin no way the success that 
was expected. Cynics point to 
this as proof that the ideal of 
the federation of the wurld and 
[brotherhood of man is merelys 
foolish dream, and will never be 
anything else: whilst the reality 
is more like’a nightmare, with 
no’ cessation in the constant 
preparations against surprise 
attacks that other nations might 
passibly make’ or are, in-certain 
cases, known to be contemplating 
at some future date. Fears, 
jeslousies, and suspicions are 
mankind's heritage. The me 
chinery of war is improved and 
perfected year by year, and the 
world’s “evolution moves ever 
towards that great clash which 
is to make insignificant anything 
that has ever gone before. Let 
us hope the date is a very remote 
one. . 


The best safeguard against war 
is not a treaty—which one big 
nation. proved & few years ago 
could be no more than a scrap of 
paper—but s continuous effort to 
be in possession. of adequate de- 
fence and mesns of hitting ‘back! 
‘as hard « blow 28 is received. This 


tealisstion must He at the back 
of the report by the American 
Naval Secretary, who urges the 
United States Government to 
Increaso ita naval armaments so 
as to keep pace with the othor 
Powers, and still keep within the 
Washington Treaty. So the pro- 
gramme of annus! expenditures 
continues as tha natians effect 
improvements in their defensive 
machines of war. No-one appears 
to have thought of advocating a 
great saving of money by the 
Powers agreoing to stick to pre- 
sent types of armament, so that 
nothing but sheer old age would 
make their equipment obsolete! 
Instead of that, we have a steady 
tale. of building up-to-date vessels 
and scrapping warships that have 
done comparatively ah&rt service. 
And while discussing naval 
matters we wonder 
anyone reatised how much the 
Singapore naval base scheme 
depended on the recent general 
election. The Liberals are not 
wholly in favour.of the project, 
and Labour is frankly hostile. 
The scheme wil! take many 
years tocomplete, and we might 
have Liberal or Labour, Minis- 
tries befere long. Meanwhile 
the preliminary work on the site 
of the base—which everyone 
knows by now was selected 
several years ago-~has been put- 
in hand. Later, there will pro- 
bably be further expenditure 
necessary for an aerodrome and 
aerial equipment. We shall not 
attempt to predict what would 
happen were 4 pacifis: or stub- 


boroly anti-war party to domin- 


ate Parliament: we have 2 


sufficiency of problems to con- 
template at the present day with- 
out looking further abead for 
additional national worries, bat 
all the time we are conscious of 
the cloud on the horizon.

We suggested, some months 
agn, when{eriting of the.men who

wandering visitors whom one 
encounters, intheir.season, from 
Valdivostok to Singapore. An- 
other good topic for the travelled 
writer would be beggars. There 
isa wealth of material available, 
with the many types to be met 
with all over the ordinary mail- 
boat routes, the audacious, the 
decrepit, the pitiful, the diseased, 
the young, andthe ald. A sharp 
contrast could be drawn, say, 
between the urchins who run 
afterohe’s carriage tn Colombo 
with a constant refrain of “No 
mama, no papa.” and the old 
man with venerable white beard 
who addresses one in Hongkong 
as “taipan” and presents an emp 
ty tin for the expected dole of 
coppers, or small silver. Local 
beggers) would,- we fear, fl 
several chapters .of-the book. 
The ingenious ways they adopt 
here Are a peculiar insight into 
what is probably the second 
oldest profession in the world. 
The man who weeps copiously, 
day after day, without aid of 
onions or the like, deserves a 
reward forhis really bard work. 
One's first feeling for beggars in 
Hongkong is one of sympathy, 
but remembering the societies 
and institutions that cere for our 
destitutes, one cannet ‘help 
wondering whetherin many cases 
begging is not quite as ‘Juctative 
a local profession as coolie labour, 
besides being less strenuous,

Loan Repaid at Low Value. 


How a British subject received 
something less than a halfpenny 
in payment of a £50,000 loan toa 
German is told by Mr. Egerton S. 
Grey. the Controller of the Clear- 
ing Office (Germany) in hisanaual 
report, issued recently. 

Mr. Grey..says that a British 
national before the war advanced 
1,000,000 marks to a German 
manufacturer, whoemplosed the 
money im the erection and 
equipmentofa factory. The value 


4 of this advance at the date it was 


made was £50,000 (20 marks to 
the £). . 

Under the German Clearing 
Offce Law the debtor is dis- 
charged from hix liability’ to his 
British creditor by the payment 
of the present equivalentof some 
thing less than one halfpenny. 

-He, however, retains possession 
of the factory and its equipment, 
the world value of which has not 
depreciated, and te-day repre- 
sents an investment of one million 
gold marks (£50,000). 

ABnhitish trader who is indebted 
tua German National in the sum 
of 1,000 marks is required to pay 
£50 to the Clearing Office in dis- 
charze of his indebtedness. says 
Mr. Grey. 

Germany has been called on by 
the Powers interested and by the 
Ambassadurs’ Conference. “he 
adds, to comply with its treaty 
obligation by amending its Clear- 
ing Office Law. but these de- 
mands have not been complied 
with.
